The Empty Quarter. By H. St. J. B. Philby

Fon fifteen years it was Mr. Philby’s 


ambition to explore the Rhub’ al 


Khali, or great south desert of Arabia. 
Even when the opportunity arrived, the 
author had been deprived of the honour 
of being the first to traverse these wide 
sandy spaces; for delays caused by a 
Minister of Ibn Sa’ud, King of. the 
Wahabis, had allowed Mr. Bertram 
Thomas to accomplish his historic journey 
from Dhufar to the Persian Gulf, a dis- 
tance of over 600 miles. Mr, Thomas, how- 
ever, failed to locate the actual stretch of 


conntry which the “ Empty Quarter” 


occupies, and a part of Mr. Philby’s pur- 
pose was to test that traveller’s theory that 
the Rhub’ al Khali was virtually non- 
existent, 

Another object was the verification of the 
tales of the ancient Arabians of the 
fabulous city of King Ad, called by the 
names, of Wabar, Aubar Ubar or Obar, 
which, he has little doubt, was one particu- 
lar place and not many cities—the city 
which, like Sodom and Gomorrha, had 
been destroyed by fire from heaven on 
account of the sins of its ruler, who had 
turned a deaf ear to the warnings of the 
prophet Hud, generally tdentified as the 
biblical Heber. The supposed ruins turned 
out to be only the remains of a volcano. 
The great desert, as the author surmises, 
has been unfit for settled human habita- 
tion. since a time long before the 
beginnings of civilisation. Mr. Philby is 
certain that such a city existed at one 
time, and propounds theories on the site 
which seem to call for the serious con- 
sideration of archeologists, 

His ambition to reinstate the Empty 
Quarter on the map was amply realised. 
Mr. Thomas had gone too far east-to find 
it, whereas Mr, Philby discovered it in 
all its abomination of desolation—so 
barren and waterless that at the first 
attempt he was forced to turn back 
after 140 miles and to try a fresh route. 
The author is a naturalist and a man of 
science, as well as an explorer, and his 
notes and collections have made valuable 
additions to our knowledge of life in the 
great sandy deserts. Many of his speci- 
mens are new to science, and the book 
acquires. a great interest for students of 


wolf in hostile attitude exhibits a black 
mark on the fur of its tail.

In support 
of his theory, which, as might be guessed, 
clashes with Darwin to some extent, as 
it contradicts that master’s theory of 
sexual selection, and considerably modifies 
the theory of natural selection, the author 
adduces so much evidence, and argues his 
case with such deep and widespread know- 
ledge, that he demands a most respectful 
hearing. Though he destroys much, yet 
he builds up afresh, and his latest work 
opens a new and speculative vista in a 
dificult field of research, the end of 
which still lies a long way ahead.

POSSIBLE DELAY OF 
EIGHTEEN MONTHS.

HE situation which has arisen in con- 
nection with the Public Services 
(Temporary Economies) -Bill was the sub- 
ject of much discussion yesterday. There 
is no question of the bill’s being certified 
as a money bill, and consequently when it 
is passed by the Dail next week it will 
go to the Senate without the restrictions 
which its certification as a money bill 
would: imply. Furthermore, there is no 
question of an appeal from the decision of 
the Speaker (Mr. Frank Fahy) in refus- 
ing to certify the bill. The appeal to a 
committee of privileges, as provided in the 
Constitution, does not operate except in a 
case in which the Speaker has certified a 
bill as a money bill. 

There is no indication of the attitude 
which the Senate will adopt in regard to 
the bill, and, in fact, it does not appear 
to have been considered. 

If the Opposition party in the Senate 
were supported by the Independents and 
joined, as they would inevitably be, by 
the half-dozen Labour members, they 
could reject the Bill or amend it as they 
desire and ultimately hold it up for 


eighteen months. 
IMPORTANT AMENDMENTS. 


The Senators will not, it is believed, 
take the radical step of rejecting the bill 
on second reading, but there is no doubt 
that they will amend it in many impor- 
tant respects. These amendments will in 
due course be returned to the Dail, which 
may agree or disagree with them, as 
thought fit. A definite disagreement on 
any one amendment would, of course, 
result in the bill’s being held up for 
eighteen months. 

It was ascertained yesterday that, even 
if the bill were held: up or rejected, 
it would not seriously affect the “ cuts” 
in salaries which are already in opera- 
tion. It seems that these can be legalised 
by an Order of the Executive Council. 
There are other things, however, in the 
bill, such as the reductions of the grants 
to universities and to bodies like the 
Electricity Supply Board, the Agricul- 
tural Credits Board, the universities and 
university colleges, which would be 
affected.

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FOUR MEN FAIL. 
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THE ian ing last March at Ironmines, 
Mallow, Cork, of Garret Coghlan, 
caretaker of a farm, with his wife and 

daughter, by a part of armed, men, had a 
sequel.at Cork Cireuit Court yesterday, when 
“four “young Mallow men—Timothy Fahy, 


Byrne—were charged with unlawfully con- 
spiring to assault and falsely imprisoning 
Coghlan, his wife and daughter, and with in- 
timidation, while in possession of firearms. 
Byrne was further charged with the posses- 
sion of a loaded revolver. 

Mr. J, F. Meagher, barrister-at-law, who 
prosecuted, described how a party of armed 
men drove up at 8 p.m. on March 11 to the 
farmhouse, where Coghlan resided as care- 
taker, and ordered him out. Mrs. Coghlan, 
coming into the kitchen, saw two men 
dragging her husband out, and ei te ome 
intervened, When she was ordered one 
man,. who had a revolver in his bhain, to 
come along, too, she replied by seizing a 
pair of tongs and attacking him. He twisted 
hee arm and fired a shot, at the ceiling. Mrs. 
Coghlan was pulled out, struggling violently, 
and put in a motor car with her husband and 
daughter, Her arm was bleeding from an 
injury received during the struggle. 


BLINDFOLDED. 


The car was driven some distance away, 
and the three Coghlans were blindfolded and 
ordered not to go back to the farm again. 
Later they found themselves at a place called 
Lisgriffin, where they reported the matter to 
the Civic Guards. 

At an identification parade, which was held 
subsequently, Mrs. Coghlan identified Byrne 
as the man who had the revolver. 

After hearing the evidence, Judge O’Con- 
nor, in reply to Mr, O'Mahony, defending 
Fahy, said that he was prepared to hold that 
Fahy was. acting under duress as the driver 


of the motor car, and he directed his 
acquittal. 
Mr. McCarthy Morrogh, who appeared 


for Hannon and Nagle, asked for a direc- 
tion on the grounds that the State had not 
produced sufficient evidence. 

Judge O’Connor said that he considered 
the submission well founded, and Hannon 
- Nagle were accordingly discharged. 

‘he Judge refused a similar submission 
by Mr. Kavanagh on behalf of Byrne, whose 
defence was then entered into. 

Byrne denied having been near the farm 
on the night im question. , 


ALIBI DEFENCE, 


Cross-examined, he said that he had four 
brothers, all similar in appearance. He 
denied that Maurice O’Brien, the former 
‘owner of the farm in question, was paying 
his costs in that prosecution. 

Three witnesses corroborated Byrne's evi- 
dence, showing that he, was card playing 
elsewhere on the night in question. 

After a brief retirement the jury found 
the aacused, Byrne, “ not guilty “ on all 
counts, and he also was discharged.
